the allied detachments and then 
build an airport 
at 
Bodo from

Research organizations, univer- 
sities and business societies Inter- 
ested in public questions also are 
working independently on special 
problems.

co-ordinate 


their efforts and prevent duplica- 
tion, it does not supervise their 
studios. 


Secretary 
Hull's advisory com- 


mittee Is divided into three groups. 
Tho first, under Welles, is seeking 
varied 
information on European 
and world policies preceding the 
war and those likely to follow it, 
to guide general American policy. 


Another group, under Counselor 


R. Walton Moore, Is reviewing all 
that has taken place in the field 


the world war, trying to simplify 
the complicated problem. 


The third group, under econom- 


ist Leo Pasvolsky, is 
reviewing 


the economic history of Interna- 
tional relations over 20 years, for 
light on economic and 
financial 


matters. 


Hugh R. Wilson, former am- 


bassador to Germany, served as 
liaison man between tho groups, 


The work of the advisory com- 


mittee Is divided into two parts: 


1. A study of future arrange- 


ments among nations 
likely 
to 


have an effect on the United States 
when peace comes. 


2. Current negotiations with for- 


eign nations seeking commitments 
that they will return after the war 
to policies conducive to an easier 
flow of trade.

BRITISH LINO AND

admiralty acknowledged the loss 
of tho 1,870-ton destroyer Afrldl, 
sent to the bottom by Nazi bomb- 
ers while convoying allied troops 
out of Namsos. 


The Afrldl carried a crew of 


219. The sinking of the destroyer 
marked 
the 47th British naval 


loss of the war announced by the " 
British. 


Two of the attacking bombers 


were said to have been shot down 
by British warships.

"You couldn't tell the Norwegian 
soldiers from the civilians except 
that they carried guns, for they 
weren't wearing uniforms for the 
most part.

As rains 
washed away whole sheets of top- 
soil, the cotton 
yield declined.
